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CHINESE PORTRAIT COINS. 


Considerable confusion seems to exist in the minds of our American 
ccllectors over the various coins issued by the Republic of China with con- 
temporary portraits. The plate accompanying this article illustrates all the 
different portraits and the following explanations may be of value to col- 
lectors interested in the series. 


1. Dollar. Portrait of Dr. Sun-Yat-sen. 


This coin comes with two reverses, (a) reading MEMENTO—BIRTH 
OF REPUBLIC OF CHINA. (b)/ THE REPUBLIC OF CHINA— 
ONE DOLLAR. Also struck in gold. There is a twenty cent piece 
with the same portrait, reverse legend as type a, also struck in gold. 


2. Dollar. Portrait of Gen, Li Yuan-hung with cap. 

There is a reverse variety of this coin with OF instead of OF. 
3. Dollar. J Portrait of Gen, Li Yuan-hung without cap. 
4. Dollar. Portrait of Yuan Shih-k’ai in full uniform, plumed hat. 


There are also two varieties of bronze ten cash pieces with same 
portrait. Some other patterns in gold and silver also exist. 


5. Dollar. Portrait of Yuan-Shih-k’ai. 


There are also 10, 20 and 50 cent pieces with same portrait. A pat- 
tern 10 Dollar piece with similar portrait struck at Tientsin exists 
and a pattern dollar with bust three quarter facing /. 


6. Half Dollar. Portrait. of Gen. T'ang Chi-Yao, military governor of Yun- 
nan province. 


There are also 5 and 10 Dollar gold pieces with the same portrait. 


The coins illustrated are from the collection of Mr. F. C. C. Boyd of 
New York.
